Section Crew See Foreman 
Killed. 

In full view of the men he was in 
charge of, John McCarthy, a section 
foreman was struck by fast Louisville 
& Nashville freight No. 42 at bscon- 
dida, about four miles south of here 
about 11 :20 o'clock Tuesday morning 
and as a result of his injuries he died 
la few minutes later without regaining 
j consciousness. 

McCarthy, who was aged about 
I thirty-eight years, had been in the 
employ of the railroad company for 
several years. Tuesday morning he 
was engaged with Jiis crew of work- 
men at Escondida repairing the track 
I at that point. He was seated on the 
i track and it is supposed fell asleep. 
I The members of the crew thinking he 
! would get out of the way of the fast 
! approaching train, did not realize this 
! until the train was upon him. The 
other men stepped aside when the 
pilot of the engine struck McCarthy, 
hurling him a distance of fifteen feet 
to the other side of the track. 

The heavy train, which was going 
at a rapid rate of speed down a steep 
grade was brought to a stop a short 
distance from the scene and the unfor- 
tunate man was picked up and put 
aboard. He was still breathing when 
put on the train but died before reach- 
ing Paris. 

The remains of the dead man were 
taken to the undertaking establish- 
ment of Geo. W. Davis to await the 
Coroner's inquest and where they were 
prepared for burial. 

Both legs were broken between the 
knee ard tne ankle and the bone of 
the right leg was portruding through 
the flesh. His left thigh was also 
fractured and the left arm broken be- 
tween the elbow and wrist. Just above 
the right temple the scalp was cut. 
He was bruised about the head and 
body and the face was badly abraded. 

In the clothing of the dead man was 
found fifty-three dollars and fifty 
cents, a number of keys and a gold 
»«atch. The crystal of the timepiece 
was broken and the watch stopped at 
11 :20 which denoted the exact time 
the unfortunate man was struck by 
the train. 

McCarthy was a brother of Engineer 
J. J. McCarthy, of the L. & N. and 
boarded with his sister, Mrs. Frank 
Lenox, at the corner of Thirteenth 
and High streets where the body was 
taken after being prepared for burial. 

Besides the si°ter and brother resid- 
ing in this citj, McCarthy is survived 
by another sisttr, Mrs Ed Haynes, of 
Covington, and three brothers, Fred, 
of Poindexter, Charles, of Richmond, 
and Michael McCarthy, of Cincinnati. 

The remains were taken to Cynthi- 
ana yesterday on tha early morning 
train, and the funeral was held at the 
St. Edward Catholic church, the Rev. 
Father George A. Healer, officiating 
jThe uurial took place at St. Edwaru 'a 
i cemetery.

Recruits Wanted for Guards. 

That the United States is making 
evety preparation for readiness in case 
cf war is shown by rec»nt communi- 
cations from the Sectetary of War to 
the Adjutant General of Kentucky and 
it is thought by those in the military 
department of the State that there 
mav be something back of the orders.

Heavy Increase in Coal Output. 

There was a notable activity in 
Kentucky's coal mining in 1910 accord- 
ing to figures just made public by E. 
W. Parker, of the United States 
Geological Survey. 

The total production of the State 
waa 14,623.319 short tons* valued at 
$14,405,887, as against 10.697,917, in 
1909, a gain of 3,925,935 short tons, or 
36.7 per cent in quantity, and of 
$4,325,970, or 42 92 per cent, in value. 

The stoppage of work in the coal 
mines affected by the general strike of 
1910 was of material benefit to the 
operators and miners in Kentucky, 
particularly in the Western field. Dur- 
ing the six months of idleness in the 
other States the shipments over the 
Louisville and Nashville^Railroad from 
the Western Kentucky coal field in- 
creased nearly 70 per cent over the 
corresponding period in 1903. 

Notwithstanding the extraordinary 
demand upon the Kentucky mines, the 
labor supply was entirely adequate, as 
many of the miners who were thrown 
out of work by the strike in Illinois 
and the Southwestern States sought 
employment in Kentucky and in other 
States not affected by the strike order. 
By thus making up the deficiency 
caused by the dileness in the competi- 
tive States the miners aided material- 
ly in securing their demands. 

During 1910 the coal mines of Ken- 
tucky gave employment to 20,316 men, 
who worked an average of 221 days. 
Labor disafftctions in Kentucky mines 
were limited to shoit strikes in 14 
mines. 

Kentucky is one ct the leading 
states in mining coal by the use of 
machines and ranks next to Ohio in 
the percentage of machine mine output 
to th3 total production. In 1910 out 
of a total of 14,623,3129 short tons, 
9,362 851 tons, or 64 per cent were 
machine mined.

Largest Collection Ever on Display to 

Be S#en at the Chicago Art In- 

stiiute cf Chicago. 



Chicago— A million dollars worth 
ol rare postage stamps w<re placed 
on exhibkicn at the Art institute the 
other day, the collection being the 
largest ever shown in the world. The 
exhibit is a feature of the meeting of 
the American Philatelic society and 



a number of 
boys. 

Chicago's exhibit Is not Interna- 
tional, but the collection is more val- 
uable than the one displayed at tbe 
last International exhibit at Birming- 
ham, England. The doors of the Art 
institute were opened to the public 
following the reception \o the guests 
in Fullerton hall. 

"I am sure the world has never 
seen as rare a collection as we are 
placing on exhibition." said Henry M. 
Loth, director of the exhibit. "Our 
original intention was to experiment 
io see whether there would be a re- 
sponse if we would make it interna- 
tional in its scope. We had planned 
only a small exhibit, but they have 
completely swamped us. It will re- 
quire four rooms and the corridors to 
place the exhibit." 

The value of the single stamps 
range from 50 cents to priceless treas- 
ures. One of the most valuable is the 
Stamp the king of England bought tor 

2 u. which later passed into the 
hands of an American. Another ln- 
ieosting curio la the stamp that 
caused the revolutionary war, the 
Boston tea party stamp. The Buffalo 
Pan-American stamp with the plate 
reversed, the error that set the ton- 
gues of all America wagging when 
news of Uncle Sam's mistake in his 
printing department leaked out, is an- 
other interesting exhibit. There is a 
collection of Queensland twopence 
stamps of rare value. The walls of 
ihe four rooms of the institute are 
papered with the stamps and guards 
will be on contant watch to protect 
the treasures. 

The entire collection has been in- 
sured at practically the face value of 
$1,000,000. The exhibit will close Sun-

Birmingham, Eng. — Radium, wel- 
comed only a few years ago as with- 
out parallel in the realms of scientific 
discovery, has a rival. Already its 
fame is being challenged by a cheaper 
substance which is believed to pos- 
sess all its wonderful properties. 8o 
said Mr. Deane Butcher, in an address 
to one of the sectional meetings of 
the British Medical association's con- 
gress. 

"Happily," he declared, "in treat- 
ment of malignant growth by electron 
bombardment we are no longer re- 
stricted to the use of but one radio- 
active substance. 

"The recent work of Dr. Hahn has 
shown that some of the derivatives 
of thorium — especially mesothorium — 
are even more active than radium. 
We may hope that in a short time we 
may be in possession of a radio-active 
substance which is not only cheaper, 
but also much more plentiful than its 
rival." 

The lecture was amazir,g from the 
layman's point of view. Mr. Butcher 
talked of quantities which not only 
defied measurement, but were too 
small even to be thought about by 
the untrained mind. 

He spoke of the machine unit — the 
itity of radio-activity. which 
a leak of one-thousandth of an 
electrostatic unit per second. 

"Some idea of the smallness of this 
quantity," he said, "may be gathered 
from the fact that an atmosphere of 
one mache unit per litre contains one 
part of emanation in 500,000,000,000,- 
000 parts of air."

I have thrown away the bulky insect- 
harboring wooden boxes. One can put 
three wire nets in the space usually 
occupied by a woodfen box, and there 
is not a place in cr around the wire 
nests for an insect to live. 

Place the pullets in their winter 
quarters, before they start laying, lc 
i gives them a good chance to become 
'acquainted with their new home. Place 
a china egg in each nest so as to guice 
them to the proper place to lay their 
eggs when they get ready. This mor th 
April hatched pullets shculd begin lay- 
ing. 

When the crops becomes very largr, 
and the fowls show signs of the dis- 
ease, keep them away from all fcoJ, 
allowing only water, for forty-eight 
hours. Then give them all they will 
eat of finely chopped onions, allwoing 
them nothing else but water for sever- 
al hours more, or until they show they 
are relieved. I have never known the 
remedy to fail.— From October Fa.m 
~0 unal.

Uses of Nitrate of Soda.

The 
released sodium may correct soil acid- 
ity or may liberate calcium, potassium 
or magnesium from the soil.
